Expanding the facilities of a telephone system 
involves more than the installation of a given 
number of new telephone instruments. It requires 
much highly complicated special equipment 
which takes time and expert engineering to design, manufacture and 
install. And as more and more telephone or central offices are added, 
the system becomes more and more complex. 

Perhaps the simple illustrations below will explain why this is so— and 
why it is not possible for us to provide additional service for growing 
areas as rapidly as we would like.

2 Let us begin with just two tele- 
phones — the simplest possible tel- 
ephone system. This calls for two 
instruments connected by two 
wires. (See Figure 1] 





Now suppose we add another tele- 
phone to this system. This requires 
just one more instrument; but in 
order to provide a connection be- 
tween all three telephones, six 
wires are necessary. (See Fig- 
ure 2) 


Then we receive service orders 
from three more families—increas- 
ing our growing "system" to six 
telephones. This cails for only 
three more instruments — but to 
interconnect all six requires thirty 
wires. (As shown in Figure 3} 





Now let us double the size of cur 
"system" to a total of 12 tele- 
phones. That is only six times as 
many as we had to begin with. But 
to interconnect them, 132 wires 
are needed. {Count them in Fig- 
ure 4) 


This imaginary "system" does not attempt to explain the intricate detail 
of central office operation, nor the larger exchange where two or more 


be required. But it does illustrate why it becomes 


increasingly complicated to build and operate a telephone system as it 
grows larger and larger. More particularly, this is intended to explain 
the principal reason for unavoidable delays (two years, and in some

Under increased demannd, the 
California orange market improv- 
ed slightly during the week end- 
ing June 17. Total sales were on 
a level with those of the previous 


‘week and the average on the in- 


creasingly heavier volume of val- 
encias was steady at about $3.40 
per box fob. The fob average on 
navel oranges was almost $1 a box 
less than that of valencias as 
heavy decay in final navel sales 
of the season resulted inn sharp 
discounting of such fruit by the 
trade.

anges attain greater maturity with 
quality and appearnce improving 
daily over earlier arrivals in mar- 
kets.

For California 


About half of Western people 
;and agricultural production is 
now concentrated in California. 

Other changes induced by the 
westward migration include the 
increasing importance of irriga- 
tion and a shift towards produc- 
tion patterns associated with ir- 
rigation farming. Two thirds of 
the cash farm income of Calif- 
ornia — and half of that of the 
West as a whole — is produced 
on irrigated land. Emphasis in 
Western farming has shifted from 
field crops toward fruits and nuts, 
and from meat animals toward 
Gairy and pouitry production. 

These are the most significant 

changes in land uses in the West, 
according to Dr. S. V. Ciriacy- 
| Wantrup, professor of agricultur- 
}al economy on the Berkeley cam- 
pus of the University of Califor- 
| nia. 
The College of Agriculture eco- 
|nomist pointed out, that Western 
agriculture is now coming of age. 
That means, he explained, the rel- 
ative importance of agriculture is 
| decreasing, and increase in farm 
| production are based more on in- 
creases in intensity of land use 
than on acreage expansion. 

Dr. Wantrup made his obser- 
vations today at the divisional 
symposium, “The Westward Mi- 
| gration and Its Consequences,” at 
| the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
|ean Association for the Advance-
